AccorDING to a rule recently adopted by the rail- 
roads in “Official Classification” territory, shippers of 
goods will be obliged in the future to give more atten- 
tion to packing, or be compelled to pay an extra 20 
per cent charge above the regular rate. Under the 
provisions of a rule now in force in “Official Classi- 
fication” territory, goods “properly packed” in straw- 
board cases or in boxes made of similar material, pay 
an additional tax of 10 per cent over and above the 
classification rate. The new rule by providing an ex- 
tra 10 per cent penalty thus increases the regular rate 
20 per cent on goods which are not securely packed. 
The railroads say that they are obliged from time to 


time to pay out large sums of money on goods which 
have been damaged or lost in transit, and accordingly 


they are taking more drastic steps to force shippers to 


pay more attention to the question of packing. 








THAT BOTH the physician who writes a prescription 
for denatured alcohol and the druggist who prepares 
the prescription and sells the medicine to the patient 
are liable to criminal prosecution, is held in a decision 
recently rendered by Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue Capers. The decision is the result of the action 
of some druggists who prescribed denatured alcohol 
for external medicinal purposes, not knowing that to 
do so is a violation of the law. The decision says: 

“Completely denatured alcohol contains kerosene 
and crude wood alcohol, which renders it unfit even 
for external medication. Moreover, the second section 
of the law regulating the sale and manufacture of de- 
natured alcohol provides fine and imprisonment of any 
person who uses denatured alcohol for manufacturing 
any beverage or liquid medicinal preparation, or know- 
ingly sells any preparation made in part or wholly from 
such alcohol.” 








Members of the Business Men’s League of St. 
Louis are making arrangements for a trade excursion 
into Texas and other Southwestern States to advertise 
St. Louis as the commercial center of the Southwest, 
A committee has been appointed by the president of 
the league, which will have charge of the excursion. 
The excursion will be similar to that which was held 
some years ago when a large party on a special train 
visited Arkansas, Kansas, Oklahoma and Indian Ter- 
ritories and Texas. More thati 200 of the leading 
business men of St. Louis made the trip. In the 
present instance it is proposed to have as many as 
possible of the heads of the large wholesale, jobbing 
and manufacturing interests of St. Louis take part 
in the excursion, and provision for about 200 will be 
made. It is the intention of the league to charter a 
special train of Pullman coaches. The date for the 
trip has not yet been fixed, but it is expected it wil! 
be made either in October or November. St. Louis 
is after the business and it won't be happy till it 
gets it. 





AT A MEETING held recently in Chicago by the ex- 
ecutive committee of the National Conservation Com- 
mission, plans were adopted for taking

to tabular form, the wealth of the United 
States in forests, lands, waters and minerals, to pre- 
pare figures showing the rates at which the country’s 
exhaustible resources are being consumed, and to what 
extent the inexhaustible resources are being wasted. 
The committee purposes having all this data collected 
and compiled by January 1, 1909. The conservation 
of the resources of the United States is a matter 
which is of vast importance to the agricultural, manu- 
facturing and commercial interests of the country, for 
it is concerned with the raw materials that go into 
manufacture, and the sources from which they are 
obtained. The idea is one which should meet with 
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popular favor, but it is apparent that little good will 
be accomplished unless wise and prudent laws are 
enacted that will have for their object the conserva- 
tion of the natural wealth of the country and the 
prevention of the waste thereof. A gigantic task 
lies before the National Conservation Commission if 
it really means to accomplish the purposes for which it 
was organized. 








Ir 1s SAID that there is invested in Central and 
South America one billion dollars of United States 
capital. This amount is constantly be- 
“— seg ing augmented, and when the Panama 
ple seg canal will have been completed, many 
more millions of American money will 
have been invested. Our trade with the Latin-Ameri- 
can republics is increasing by leaps and bounds. The 
United States government through the International 
Bureau of American Republics, is constantly extend- 
ing the invitation to American capitalists: to make 
still larger investments in Central and South America, 
with the object of increasing our trade with these 
countries. The assistance, however, that the govern- 
ment has rendered American interests in South Amer- 
ica in the way of trade protection is comparatively 
slight. 

No action was taken by the last Congress upon the 
claims of five American companies who assert that 
they have been harassed by Venezuela. The matter 
of arbitration was submitted to the Venezuelan presi- 
dent, but he stoutly declined to take any interest in it, 
and nothing has been done by our government to com- 
pel this obstreperous individual to have the grievances 
of these American interests adjusted. Similar condi- 
tions, it is said, exist in other South American repub- 
lics. These countries should be made to realize that 
no shrewd American investors will take a chance on 
spending their money where.it may be at the mercy of 
irresponsible dictators. The United States govern- 
ment ought to insist upon fair treatment for Ameri- 
can interests in foreign countries, where there may be 
any danger of events transpiring that may prove detri- 
mental to trade interests. Prompt redress should be 
obtained where injury has been wrought. Trade in- 
terests should urge upon the government the neces- 
sity for the adoption of some policy which will protect 
American interests when they may be in jeopardy. 








Accorpinc to E. H. Gary, chairman of the United 
States Steel Corporation, the iron and steel business 
in so far as it concerns the Steel Cor- 
The poration, has been better during the past 
Situation in : k 
Steel. week or two than at any time since the 
depression of last fall. The tendency 
since the beginning of the calendar year has been to- 
ward improvement, with some fluctuations under the 
readjustments in prices which were made in the early 
part of June when the placing of orders in many lines 
was practically suspended. Mr. Gary attributes the 
inactive condition of the steel business which assert- 
ed itself in the first part of June, to the fact that those 
who were contemplating additional purchases were in 
doubt as to whether or not there would be further ad- 
justments in prices. At present there seems to be a 
general feeling that bottom prices have been reached. 
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In a recent interview Mr. Gary had the following 
to say on the outlook: 


“The necessities of the purchasing community aré’ 


greater than ever before and ability to pay is greater 
than ever before. Some of the railroad- companies 
already have taken steps to finance their requirements, 
and all are beginning to realize that money is plenti- 
ful and cheap and easy to obtain when first class se- 
curities are offered. 

“All that is requisite to bring about  satisfacto 
business cenditions is the restoration of perfect jane 
dence, and thateappears to be near at hand. In many 
lines of business there is no ground for complaint. In 
some departments of the agricultural implement trade, 
for instance, the sales per day are now the greatest in 
the history of the country. This seems to demon- 
strate two things: That the farmers are the great 
wealth producers of the country, and have confidence 
in financial conditions, and that they are satisfied with 
crop prospects for the year. The basic conditions of 
the country are sound.”

THE most gigantic industrial combination the world 
has ever known—the completion of an international 
steel trust—has been announced. For 
World’s months past, it is said, plans have been 
Combine : : ; 
in Steel, 7 foot to bring into harmonious com- 
bination the steel interests practically of 
the whole world. The international agreement will 
control about three-fourths of the world’s output of 
steel. The nations included in the pact are the Unit- 
ed States, represented by the United States Steel 
Corporation, which controls the American output of 
23,000,000 tons; Belgium, represented by that coun- 
try’s larger plants, the annual output of that country 
being about 1,200,000 tons; Russia, represented by 
three great concerns of that nation, Russia’s output of 


























steel being about 2,000,000 tons ; and Germany, repre- 
sented by four of the largest manufacturers of steel in 
that country, producing a great part of the empire’s 
annual output of 11,000,000 tons. The world’s an- 
nual production of steel in 1907 was in the neighbor- 
hood of 50,000,000 tons, and of this the mammoth new 
combine will control by agreement about 35,000,000 
tons. The new combine, it is said, primarily will 
seriously threaten the British industry, which is not 
included in the trust, and already is seriously threat- 
ened by the foreign invasion.

AN ATTRACTIVE WINDOW DISPLAY. 








A window display that was highly commended by 
the judges in THE AMERICAN ARTISAN’s window dis- 
play competition was made by T. H. Loyhed & Son, 
Faribault, Minn., who submitted the photograph, which 
we reproduce herewith, under the nom-de-plume, 
“Duncan.” 

The front plate of glass in the window was 13% 
feet in length. The window was 5% feet deep, and

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Heating and Ventilating 


RETURN AIR OR INSIDE CIRCULATION. 











BY W. J. HEALD. 


The following paper was read by Mr. W. J. Heald 
of the Lenox Furnace Co. of Marshalltown, lowa, at 
a meeting of the Midland Club held in Chicago on 


July 1. 

Your president has asked me to open a discussion on 
the subject of return air or inside circulation. I shall as- 
sume that we all agree that circulation of air within the 
rooms to be heated is absolutely necessary to obtain results 
and that cold air is heavier than hot air. I shall ask you to 
pardon me if I talk to you as though you were amateurs or 
inexperienced men for the reason that I have been accus- 
tomed as a rule, to talking to customers who were not con- 
versant with this plan. 

There are two ways of obtaining circulation of air within 
the rooms to be heated. One is by the use of cold air from 
the outside to supply the furnace, used in connection with a 
ventilating flue of sufficient size to carry the cold air on the 
floor of the building out as fast as the hot air comes into it. 
Another -way is to use the return system and provide for 
cold air outlets at the floor of every room in the house to be 
heated and conduct this cold fresh air back to the furnace for 
its supply. The difficulty in getting good circulation with 
the first plan in connection with outside cold air to the fur- 
nace, is that the ventilating flue of sufficient size is not fur- 
nished and the different rooms are not connected to it by 
pipes of proper size to get the circulation. Please bear in 
mind that we assume that all agree that it is absolutely neces- 
sary to have circulation of air to heat properly. A cold air 
from the outside to a furnace is only one part of a venti- 
lating system, and it is necessary to have a proper connec- 
tion to a ventilating flue of ample size to get the circulation 
which gives the desired results. 

My observation has been that too often in heating resi- 
dence buildings those who use outside air to supply the fur- 
nace have ignored the principle of circulation of air and have 
not provided for it by using proper connections to a venti- 
lating flue and by so doing, try to heat without circulation 
and fail. A ventilating flue to be effective and to be de- 
pended on for circulation under all conditions of atmosphere, 
must be heated. It will not do to depend on outside walls, 
cold attics, and cold ventilating flues for circulation. Hence 
I claim that it is not enough to supply cold air from outside 
to a hot-air furnace, but provision must be made for ventila- 
tion in connection with it. You will undoubtedly agree with 
me that this is not practical in common residences and that 
the owners will not furnish the ventilating flue of proper size, 
and instead of putting the furnace in with an outside cold air 
and no ventilation, why not put in the return system and take 
no chance on properly heating the house and at the same time 
furnish ventilation far in excess of that furnished by any 
other method of heating except the ventilating system of 
which I have spoken. 

We admit that the ventilating system of which the cold 
air from the outside is only one part is not practical for small 
houses. Now why not do the next best thing and put in a 
job that is practical and install our cheap furnace jobs so 
that they will heat, no matter from which direction the wind 
comes, so that the dirt from your neighbor’s back yard or the 
street will not be constantly sucked in through an outside 
cold air and sent up into the house through the hot-air pipes? 
This can be accomplished by using the return system. It is 
not enough, however, to have only one cold air face in the 
hall, but you should have the cold air outlets so located that all 
rooms on the first floor will have easy access to them and 
so that the cold air on the floors will not have to be drawn 
across the floors of two or more rooms before they reach the 
outlets. 

We seldom use less than three cold air outlets on the 
first floor for an ordinary eight or ten-room house, using 
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the largest one in the reception hall on account of the cold 
air from the second floor naturally settling into the hall. 
This plan of installation will give good results provided the 
combined area of the three or more cold-air faces, as the 
case may be, are equal to the combined area of all the hot- 
air pipes. The best place to locate the cold air outlets is on 
the same side of the room that the hot air is located and 
may be side by side if preferred. It is just as important to 
have the cold-air pipes. short as it is to have the hot-air 
pipes short, and just as important that they slope downward 
as that the hot-air pipes slope upward. A heating plant in- 
stalled in this manner will not be effected by the wind, it will 
make no difference from which way the wind blows, all 
rooms will heat equally well. It is true that it costs more to 
install a furnace this way, but it is worth more after it is 
done, and will be a credit to the business in general when it 
is done, and in my judgment nothing would strike the hot 
water and steam man such a knock-out blow as for all the 
leading manufacturers of hot-air furnaces te insist that their 
furnaces be installed in this manner. We can put them out 
of business in five years, as far as residence heating is con- 
cerned, if we will just insist upon having our furnaces in- 
stalled properly. 

A man will not pay from $400.00 to $600.00 for heating a 
house if he can get it done for from $200.00 to $300.00. It 
is not necessary to do it for from $90.00 to $125.00 to secure 
the business. If a man has ever lived in a flat building where 
the furnace was installed as the average competition work is 
installed, no amount of talk, even though by a hot-air man 
and pretty windy at that, can convince him that any hot-air 
furnace is a suitable thing to be put into a house in which a 
white man lives. And, gentlemen, I believe that we are driv- 
ing another nail into our coffin every time we sell our goods 
to be installed for less money than it can be done properly. 
Our company never gets much of this so-salled real estate 
or competition work, and we do not want it for two reasons. 
One is there is not enough profit in it, and the other is that 
we would be afraid of its hurting our reputation. 

I firmly believe that if this association or all the leading 
manufacturers of hot-air furnaces would settle on what good 
installation consists of, and insist on having their salesmen 
and their agents follow the same, that we can go to the archi- 
tects of the country and demand of them that their plans 
call for certain things when hot-air furnaces are specified 
and the small dealer or manufacturer would be forced to 
install his furnaces better, and the demands for hot-air fur- 
naces would be very much increased in a short time and 
eventually would displace hot water and steam for common 
residence work, for hot-air furnace heat is the best known 
method when properly installed. I do not claim that a house 
cannot be well heated by using outside cold air in connection 
with a ventilating flue, but I do claim that it cannot be done 
in a satisfactory manner without proper connections to a 
heated ventilating flue for the reason that the circulation will 
not be good. In my opinion it is not practical for the rea- 
sons given above. I believe that the practical common sense 
thing to do is to use the return system and eliminate many 
of the objections now raised to hot-air heating. I would be 
glad to join in a united effort of some kind to establish fur 
nace heating on a basis that it should be. One manufacturer 
cannot do much alone, and there cannot be much accom 
plished if we pull in opposite directions. It is concentrated 
effort that is needed. 

Suppose every one of our salesmen would carry a cop) 
of resolutions passed and signed by all the leading manufac 
turers, that furnace work must be done so and so, would it 
not have its weight, and would it not be hard for the out 
sider to get the work to be put in, in an inferior way, eve!

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THAT SWEATING ROOF PROBLEM. 








In a recent issue of THE AMERICAN ARTISAN, Diu- 
guid & Co. of Lynchburg, Va., submitted the follow- 
ing sweating roof problem: 

“We have a tin roof over a storeroom occupied as 
a furniture store. The house is 40 feet wide, 132 feet 
deep and three stories high. It is well ventilated. 
For some reason, which we are unable to understand,

the roof sweats very badly. At times it drips off into 
the house as if it were raining. We have put three 
large ventilators in the roof, but these do not help 
matters. There is no fire in the building except in a 
small office on the street floor. We desire through 
the columns of THE AMERICAN ARTISAN to be in- 
formed by some of its many readers, as to what is the 
cause of the sweating of the roof and to learn how it 
may be remedied.” 





In Diuguid & Co.’s description of the building and 
roof, they failed to state whether the ceiling of the 
top floor is put on the roof joist, or whether it is a 
hanging ceiling with a space between the roof and the 
ceiling. I take it for granted that there is a space be- 
tween the roof and ceiling, and will say that I do not

believe a ventilator or any number of ventilators will 
give satisfactory results when placed on the roof, if 
there is no intake below the roof to allow for a circu- 
lation of air. 

I show two cuts, Fig. 1 shows a register placed 
in the panel of the cornice. Two registers should be 
used, one at each end of the building, their combined 
capacity being equal to the total capacity of the venti- 
lators in the roof. Fig. 2 shows the opening through 
the wall into the space between the ceiling and the 
roof. If this change is made I do not believe you will 
be troubled by the roof sweating.

Many of us have lost 
money in business since spring, and we may continue to do so 
until fall by the looks of things. Consider then whether or 
not you should get a better price for your work. Considet 
whether or not you are going to let three-fourths of your 
customers bulldoze you into doing work at their price, be- 
cause the other fellow up the street is willing to do it for 
what they say. 


“Remember that the successful tinsmith in business must . 


have the nerve of a salesman and the ability of a merchant 
to make money. How many jobs have we done in the past 
year which at first appeared to show a profit but in reality 
showed a loss? For goodness sake stop all this cut-throat 
business. Get a price for your work when the opportunity 
arrives. Cut out that demon “Jealousy,” that makes us all 
the cat’s-paw of our customers, be they large or small, simply 
because we figure just low enough to prevent the other fel- 
low from getting the job. How much more prosperous we 
could all be if we would all pull together for a profit? 

“Now let us think it over, and I just want to tell you one 
thing. The world makes way for force and persistency and 
if you will make up your mind from now on that you are 
going to do work for a profit, you are going to get that profit. 
Let the other fellow do work for nothing if he wants to, but 
just make up your mind you are going to come out the big 
end of the horn. 

“There is something in the atmosphere of a man of big 
ideas, the fellow who is game, who believes he is in the game 
of life to succeed. There is something in his very appear- 
ance that makes for success.

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THE MEIER CELLAR DRAIN TRAP. 








F. W. Meier, Upper Sandusky, O., has put on the 
market a useful device which is known as the Meier 
Cellar Drain Trap, designed to overcome the difficul- 
ties frequently encountered in drains. The outside 
diameter of the trap is such that it can be inserted into 
a section of the cellar drain, a flange on one end of 
the trap holding it in position in one of the joints be- 
tween two sections of the drain pipe, whether of cast- 
iron or tile. The trap besides being provided with an 
outer section with a flange on it, has an inner copper 
cone, one end having a- strainer and the other end 
tapering. The loose portion of the trap consists of a 
cup made flaring to fit over the cone and suspended by 
means of a wire connected with the outer sleeve of 
the trap. On this wire the cup can move backward 
and forward by means of a roller attached to the cup 
so’ as to balance it and allow it to move freely. When 
matter is being discharged through the waste system 
the cup is pushed away from the mouth of the cone 
and the waste can discharge freely. On the contrary 
when there may be a back pressure the cup is driven on

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

Business conditions continue to remain in a healthy 
state and the extremely hot weather of the past few 
days has not apparently exerted a very depressing in- 
fluence upon the situation. Jobbers and retailers are 
not exhibiting any great amount of dissatisfaction re- 
garding the amount of business that is being done, 
and traveling men, generally, seem to be imbued with 
the idea that the autumn business will be unusually 
good. Seasonable lines such as refrigerators, ice 
cream freezers, etc., continue in good demand, though 
such articles as window screens and wire cloth are 
not now moving very fast. Prices are being well 
maintained and the hardware situation, generally, 
seems to give a considerable measure of satisfaction. 

There has been no change in wire nails, the market 
being steady, with the base price at the mill $1.95 keg. 
The jobbing price is $2 at the mill for full carloads, 
$2.10 at the mill for less than carloads and- $2.40 out 
of store. Cut nails are quiet and easy, the base price 
at the mill being $1.80 keg. The jobbing price is 
$1.85 for full carloads at the mill, $1.95 for less than 
carloads at the mill and $2.25 out of store. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted at 
$2.13; painted barb wire, $2.28; galvanized barb wire, 
$2.58; smooth annealed wire, $1.98; smooth galvan- 
ized wire, $2.28; galvanized staples, $2.53; polished 
staples, $2.23. Quotations to retailers in car lots are 
5 cents higher and in less than car lots 15 cents higher. 





TIN PLATE. 


Tin plate mills are still busy, and are about the only 
branch of the steel industry that is running full, but 
the sheet mills are not operating more than 40 per 
cent of their capacity. Alli the independent sheet and 
tin plate makers have accepted the wage scales ar- 
ranged by the Amalgamated and the leading producer. 
Galvanized plates are also in good request, but black 
plates are still a little slow. Prices are $3.89 for 100- 
pound coke plates f. o. b. New York and $3.70 at 
Pittsburg mills, with the independents quoting $3.65.

SHEETS. 

There is very little improvement in the sheet market, 
in which business continues in small proportions. 
Mills are still running away below their capacity and 
the situation is far from satisfactory. Some of the 
smaller mills, it is said, have been making conces- 
sions, but the larger ones are adhering firmly to the 
old prices.

COPPER. 

There is a very slow improvement in the market 
for ingot copper, as producers are still unwilling to 
meet the views of buyers in regard to prices. It is 
reported that fully 10,000,000 pounds electrolytic was 
sold during the week, both domestic and export buy- 
ers having been in the market. There is no more 
talk about a large increase in stocks, and an impending 
decline in prices, but at the same time there is little 
chance of any sharp advance under prevailing condi- 
tions. The New York market shows a slightly firmer 
tone, with quotations a fraction higher at 12,80@13c 
for Lake and 12.75@12.85c for electrolytic. 

Sheet copper is steady and unchanged at 17¢ base. 
Yellow metal is unchanged at 16c for dimensions, 
14c for sheathing and sheathing nails, 15c for slating 
nails and 16c for keel and stem metal.

SHEET ZINC. 


Business in sheet zinc continues of small propor- 
tions. Consumers are taking nothing beyond actual 
requirements for immediate use, and trading is mainly 
routine in character. Prices are steady on the basis 
of $7.00 per 100 pounds f. o. b. smelter, with 8 per 
cent discount. There is no charge for extras. Prices 
on cask lots are held at $7.05@7.15 per 100 pounds. 





SPELTER. 

Spelter is very dull, and prices are quoted lower in 
the New York market at 4.45@4.55c, as to quantity. 
St. Louis is quoting 4.30c, with the market dull, The 
Boston jobbing price is 474@S5c.

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TRON BARS. 

Concessions in prices on iron bars, which have been 
brought about by the reduction in the price of steel 
bars, have caused a little better buying movement. 
Orders, however, are not for large tonnages, but the 
indications are for a material improvement. Prices 
are still a little irregular, and, while most of the mills 
are holding at 1.40 at the mill, it is understood that 
this figure has been done delivered at New York. 


COKE. 

New business in coke continues to come out slowly. 
There is a fair call for carload lots for immediate 
shipments, but nearly all the large contracts for deliv- 
ery over the balance of the year have been placed. 
Coke manufacturers are uninclined to make contracts 
for delivery next year yet, and it is believed that quo- 
tations for 1909 delivery will be on a higher basis. 
Prices are fairly steady at $2.25@2.50 for foundry 
grades, while furnace is quiet, and held about at $1.75 
@2.00 for both spot and futures. 


FINISHED AND STRUCTURAL STEEL. 

There is a slow improvement noted in the market 
for finished steel. There does not seem to be mucli 
doing in structural steel, though the larger mills have 
recently taken some large contracts for buildings and 
bridges in the East as well as in the West. Steel 
bars are quite active, not only in the way of specifica- 
tions on old contracts, but also in new contracts being 
placed. 











PIG TRON. 

There is a very quiet tone in the pig iron market, 
especially in New England, where the activity noted 
in May and June seems to have subsided. In New 
York and the middle West also there is less business 
doing than was reported last month, although rela- 
tively more iron is being called for than in the Eastern 
markets. In other years this would not be considered 
an unusual condition for July, but this year. owing to 
excessive quiet during the early months of the year it 
attracts more attention than would otherwise be the 
case. 

The current demand is almost entirely for deliveries 
to be made during the remainder of the year, but oc- 
casionally there is a request for 1909 delivery. Noth- 
ing has been done for next year of any note, as the 
furnaces will not accept contracts at current prices. 
Whatever inquiries have come to hand have been 
largely in the nature of testing the market and have 
not yet resulted in any business. There is very little 
change to note in prices, although the falling off in 
the demand has naturally resulted in a little easier 
tone. For instance, while Alabama iron is still quoted 
at $12@12.50, but very little is being sold at the out- 
side range.

Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: “There is a unanimous opinion in the iron trade that 
business will be much better in the fall. All the signs point 
that way. We have this week seen a great many prominent 
ironmasters and consumers, and they all agree in expressing 
the belief that things are getting in shape for a real improve 
ment before the third quarter of the year has ended. 

“It is noticeable that there is more interest being shown 
in the market. There are several large inquiries and the 
week has been markd by one or two fine sales and by the 
usual number of small transactions. 

“The feature of the present situation is the uncertainty 
of the results of the strike of the union coal miners of Ala 
bama. The strike is threatening to seriously curtail the coke 
supply and the miners hope to be able to force a number of 
furnaces to bank. If this were the case it would develop 
a shortage of the supply of southern iron in a short tim 
as there is no reserve stock and the present output is being 
shipped out as fast as made. As a matter of fact the iron 
output of the country is today only about half what it was 
a year ago and supply and demand are so close together that 
the stoppage of any considerable part of the active merchant 
furnaces would cause trouble. Undoubtedly if the Birming 
ham furnaces were stopped it would be a help to the north 
ern merchant stacks as they would then have a clearer field 
But the strikérs have not yet accomplished enough to more 
than seriously annoy the furnaces—not cripple them. A large 
amount of Virginia coke has been sold for quick shipment 
to Alabama.” 


Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: “Sentiment and market in pig iron show slight 
change over a week ago. There is a good run of current 
business, prices are firm and the prospects for continued im 
provement brighter from day to day. 

“There has been renewed activity in certain lines of iron 
consumption, which, while not great, yet are better off today 
than at any time for ten months past. 

“The best promise extended at the present time is th« 
crop outlook and the new practical assurance that these wil! 
be of unusual magnitude. 

“Already this influence has been at work and the efforts 
which must be made by railroads to care for this immnse 
product will be felt in more than one direction in the iron 
market. There is a hesitancy on the part of some furnaces 
in quoting for very extended delivery at present figures and 
this attitude is interfering somewhat with the placing of large 
torinage. 

“Coke is unchanged. Production has increased but move- 
ment is good and prices are firm.”
